No 
tax base ever seem s to grow in proportion 
to the d em an d s it m akes. This results in a 
com m un ity which grows con stan tly, get­ 
tin g farth er an d farth er behin d m its .serv­ 
ices. an d Lin coln certain ly falls in to this 
pattern . 
It is the on e evil of growth which, 
in the opin ion of some, m akes growth an 
un d esirable thin g 
Of course, to thin k this way is to ign ore 
the ad van tages of growth but these ad v a n ­ 
tages d o n ot solve the prolilem of d em an d 
for ex {)an d ed services.
